return ot monoy to this center should soon be- 
gin, ana the possibility of a foreign drain 
seems more remote. The Bank of England 
trained last week 81,370,000, and the Bank of 
France (830,000 gold. Securities do not appear 
to be moving largely either way, while mer- 
chandise exports for three weeks show a gain 
of 14 per cent, over lost year, against » gain of 
10 per cent. In imports. The rate of foreign ex 
change has accordingly declined a shade, mean< 
while commercial paper is more active hero; 
some of the banks have begun buying, while 
the amount ottering is unusually small this sea 
son, 
and merchants, generally, report more 


satisfactory collections than usual. There is 
a little more stringency at Omaha, less at 
Cleveland and an active demand with a con 
servative tone at Chicago, but otherwise the 
markets West and South all report supplies 
adequate for legitimate needs.

finds money hard to get, but commercial paper 
moves at 6 to 7V4 in fair amount, and at Boston 
more paper is offering at 5 to 0 per cent., and up- 
wards, with manufacturing loans at 4H to 4^.

trial. The first witness called by the 
State 
was 
Nicholas 
Wallenborn, 


a wholesale liquor dealer at No. 219 
East Division street He had known 
Pr. Cronin for flve years. He saw the 
body in the Lake View morgue and reo- 
OgnizeditasthatofTJr. Cronlu. He Iden- 
tified it by its general appearance. Mr. 
Forrest's cross-examination of Mr. Wal- 
lenborn was very brief. 


T. T. Conklin, in whose house Dr. Cro- 


nin lived, was the next witness. Mr. 
Conklin kne* Dr. Cronin intimately. 
The doctor had been a member of his 
family some tea years. Witness was 
called to the Lake View morgtw at ten 
o'clock the night of May 22, and in com- 
pany with John F. Soanlon, John J. 
Cronin, and several other friends, h» 
, 
recognized the body as that of Dr. Cronin. 
He recognized it by the forehead, the 
hair, the nose, the teeth, the hands, an In- 
jured finger and the general appearance. 


ognlzed it aa a plate 
° DnEgbert, the assi^ant county phy- 
Bician, then identified the plate and 
teeth as the same he had taken from the 
body at the Lake View morgue, and they 
were offered in evidence and admitted oj 
the conrt over Mr. Forrest's objection.

Whatever doubts had existed ragua- 


ing the fact that Dr. Cronin was ttlieo 
within a short time after leaving the 
Conklin residence were set at rest by the 
testimony given at the afternoon session, 
when Dr. Egbert produced a number or 
jars containing the contents of the atom- 
ach of the murdered man. The food, he 
said, had scarcely commenced to digest, 
and had been taken in the stomach less 
three hours before death.

glanced at the contents of tbe jars, while 
tho people In the court room ornaed 
their necks to get a look at the recep- 
tacles. The witness went on to minutely 
describe the condition of the body. All 
the internal organs were in excelent 
condition, and there was not th» slight- 
est evidence of disease, internal or 
external, althoujh the brain and ita 
covering were terribly decomposed. 
There was a wound two inches long and 
n half-inch wide at the corner of the left 
eye while near by the skull was again 
fractured and a small portion chipped 
away. Near th9 left temple was a wound 
two inches lone and extending to the 
skull. Baclt of thi» was another almost 
the same size, while back of the left e»r 
was a ragged wound that joined the other 
two.

That they 
totally disappeared, however, is conclu- 
she. The fact is, that when a certain 
kind of whale becomes so scarce as to be 
in danger of extermination it then be- 
cornts unprofitable to chase it, and tho 
opportunity for u renewal of the breed 
is favorable." 


"Do they breed rapidly?" 
"One or t\\ o at a birth is the rule. The 


smaller varieties generally bear twins, 
and a single one at a birth is probably 
the case with the greater varieties. The 
infants are born pretty well able to take 
care of themselves, though they are care- 
fully nursed by the mother until they are 
sw ift enough to provide themselves with 
food. It is the belief that the mother 
tloats on her side on the top of the water 
when nursing, so that the young can 
.suckle v% ith their blowholes out of water, 
Whether this is true or not I do not 
know." 


"Do whales e^er sleep?" 
"That is one of the many things that 


w e do not know. Sperm whales have 
been known to lie on the water motion- 
less for a considerable period, but it can 
only be guessed whether they are asleep 
i.r not. A whale could not sleep under 
w ater for any length of time. It has a 
iv.pacity for storing a great deal of air in 
the blood vessels that fill the neck and 
ure found well down through the body; 
but at the furthest this could not last 
more than a half hour, when it would 
ha\e to come to the surface to blow. It 
is assumed that many of the lower forma 
of life never sleep, but in the case of the 
whale I do not know that that_ point has 
ever been investigated." — Washington 
Post.

Wherever the 
dread disease was at work Judge Olin 
was to be found. He knew no fear. No 
case was too loathsome, no disease too 
dangerous to stop him in bis work of 
humanity and chaiity. He was no pro- 
fcvjonal nurse, charging high wages 
.ind getting rich on the misfortunes ot 
hia fellow men. lie refused all pay and 
presents from those he nursed hack to 
hf,. and htivugth, and reported to the ro- 
liuf committee for duty without wages 
of any kind. He « as tender, tireless and 
intelligent. 


When ho reached a patient's side he 


ni'pileil n.) physician to tell him what to 
do. He had more, faith in his long expe- 
rience than he had in the medical train- 
ing of most physicians, and there was 
always a small mortality among thorasos 
which he nursed. Not only did ho refuse 
money and costly presents, but he would 
accept no costly testimonials from the 
philanthropic. He had hundreds of let- 
ters of thanks and gratitude, scores of 
complimentary resolutions, badges and 
testimonials from cities, societies and 
other organizations, but he never paraded 
them, and no one could elicit from him 
anything of his self sacrificing work for 
publication.

Tiro British Poets. 


John Clay, the English poet, born in 


1688, 
wrote the ballael, "Sweet William's 


Farewell to Black Eyed Susan," begin- 
ning: "All in the Downs the fleet was 
moored." It perhaps suggested to Doug- 
lass Jen-old his play, "Black Eyed Su- 
pan," written in 1836, in which Gay's bal- 
lad is usuiUly sung. Gay, imitating La- 
fontaine, was very sucoesaful in putting 
fables into verse. 
His poem entitled 


"The Fan" gives indelicate burlesque a 
very ingenious as well as classical theory 
as to the origin of that article of female 
use and adornment. Dr. Johnson spoke 
contemptuously of the poem, but he had 
no appreciation whatever of burlesque, 
and probably took it in dead earnest. 
Could the learned doctor have witnessed 
one of the burlesque plays so popular a 
few years ago, in which mythological 
deities are burlesqued, he would have 
said that gods and goddesses never use 
slang. 
James Thompson, author of "The Sea- 


sons," was so poor in London at one time 
that he went from publisher to publisher 
trying to sell the manuscript of "Winter" 
in order to buy a pair of winter shoes. 
But he didn't get any shoes for winter- 
not that winter. It subsequently made 
him fumous, however, and he followed it 
with "Summer," quite naturally (1727). 
He said he was bound to bny himself a 
duster with the proceeds, if it took all 
summer.—Texas Sittings. 


Saccharine. 


This substance, which, as known, is 


300 times sweeter than sugar, is begin- 
ning to be felt by the beet sugar manu- 
facturers as a very dangerous enemy. It 
is stated that in Germany already so 
much saccharine has been made as to 
render 5,000 tons of beet sugar super- 
fluous. It is principally employed in the 
preparation of fluids cud the production 
of eweet liquors. It is not a food stuff. 
Indeed, it has been condemned by emi- 
nent medical authorities as directly pre- 
jueiicial to health. The sugar manufac- 
turers are of the opinion that saccharine 
should only be sold by chemists. France, 
Italy and Portugal are already contem- 
phving imposing a tax on it.—Berlin 
Le>'1er.
